They show that personal tax | 
returns from Albany amounted 
to 0.12 per cent of the $6,071,000,- 
000 in sueh taxes collected | 
throughout California as a whole. 
This ineiudes the amounts de- 
ducted from wages, week by 
week, via withholding. 

By April 16, which is-the dead- 
line for payment: of these taxes, 
the Government estimates that it 
will have received, nationally, a 
total of $46.1 billion, or $1.2 bil- 
lion more than it collected last 
April. 

For the individual community, 
the payments will be greater or 
smaller than before, depending 
on the change in the number of 
taxpayers and the change in to- 
tal earnings in the Year, 

On this basis, Albany residents 
are expected ‘to contribute to the 
Treasury some $5,792,000. 

The Administration’s new bud- 
get, which calls for record-break- 
ing spending, rests on the as- 
sumption that the next year will 
be a banner one, for business and 
for wage earners. 

It contemplates a gross nation- | 
al product of $570 billion, $50 bil- | 
lion greater than in the past fis- | 
cal year. The increase in revenue 
that it would produce, it reasons, 
would keep the budget in bal- 
ance. 


As to personal incomes, they 
are expected to reach a grand to- | 
tal of $448 billion, causing per- | 
sonal income taxes to rise from | 
the present $46.1 billion to $49.3 | 
billion. 

If Albany residents are to in-| 
crease their tax payments next | 
year by a proportionate share of 
this amount, they will have to} 
earn at least 6.9 per cent more, | 
on the average, than they did | 
during 1961.
